MEETING DISCUSSES 
THE LOCAL PROSPECTS 


SUBSIDY NEED 


A number of influential Jocal 
residents and members of firms 
interested in aviation accepted an 
invitalion fram Major 8. B. Bras- 
ier-Creagh, M. C., to attend a meet- 
ing, held a few days ago, to discuss 
the ‘prospects of the early incep- 
tion of an air line connecting 
Hongkong with the existing French 
and Duteh air lines to Europe. 

In introducing the subject, 
Major Creagh said that the 
carriers of -the world’s air trafic 
had their eyes on Ilongkong. 
The directors of the French: air 
tine, which connects Saigon with 
Marseilles, only the other week 
succeeded in travelling from Bang- 
kok to Marseilles in six days, and 
propose to switch their service 
to Hanoi in the month.of October. 
A little more than a month ago the 
War astern representative of this 
Company, “Air Orient’, visited 
Hongkong, having ‘received | in- 
structions to extend the line at he 
earliest opportunity to Hongkong 
or Canton, whichever gave the best 
facilities. The Dutely air line 
“TEAM. had made many ap- 
proaches to the Hongkong Govern- 
ment with a view to routings mails 
by that line, Imperial Airways 
and one or two American orpainisa- 
{ions had also made preliminary 
investigations, . 

Any of these air lines would 
naturally be welcomed to Hong- 
kong but, as Brilishers, he sup- 
posed the welcome to a Dritish air 
line would be very much greater. 
Major Creagh proceeded to discuss 
at some length the political and 
commercial importance of | the 
development of British aerial 
interests in the Far Kast, pointing: 
outein particular, that orders for 
averoplanes Were likely to'yo te the 
vountrymen of those running: the 
nir serivee. a 

“In order to have the right to 

speak in the Far Bast on questions 
of aviation”, said Major Creagh, 
“Hongkong must have a place in 
the air. If you face these pro- 
blems, I think you will find 
sufficient justification, after 
examining: the commercial aspect 
of them, to form the firm opinion 
that the sooner an air line comes, 
the better for all concerned.” 
* Major Creagh briefly recapitu- 
dated his views, already published, 
as to the practicability. and 
advantages of — establishing an 
international air dine in the Far 
East as a main fine of local tratlie 
and as a feeder to air, lines to 
Europe and elsewhere. ‘The con- 
centration of such ‘a fleet as this 
would create the germ of an idea 
such as was outlined by Mons. 
Herriot to the League of Nations 
in his suggestion that a weapon is 
needed by the League for the 
control of insurgeney. He had 
been asked how a company could 
be run with Dutch, French, 
American, Portuguese, and Chinese 
directors probably outnumbering. 
the [ritish Directors, and his 
answer was.that he would register 
the company under the League of 
Nations, True, there’ is no 
machinery for this at present, but 
circumstanees make cases. 


Questions of Finance. 


Coming to questions of possible 
income and expenditure, Major 
Creagh suggested that a line trom 
Hongkong to the nearest points rt 
which contact enn be effected with 
lines operating through to Europe 
(Hanoi for the French line and 
Bangkok for the Dutch) would 


‘have «a maximum possible income 


of $75,000 a year, to be increased 
perhaps in the third year to 
$100,000. This would not 
be enough, and promoters must 
therefore look to the Government 
for a subsidy. 

As far as he was aware, the 
Government did not visualize an 
offer of support of more than three 
lakhs, to be extended over five 
years, Ife was sure that $60,000, 
added to the $75,000 a year already

work, these ox-Servicemien ductded 


to. march to Washington and de- 
mand the cashing of their bonuses. 
One can appreciate the plight of 
the men,’ but, noné the less, the 
tactics they have adopted. can 
searcely be defended. They have 
been mistnken in their methods, 
but they have algo been encouraged 
therein by those who ought to know 
better. As one of America’s most 
sober journals: recently remarked, 
not only has tho seizure of rail- 
way equipment been condoned, but 
municipal, state and federal go- 
vernments have fallen over them- 
selves to provide food, shelter and 
transportation. Certainly —com- 
mon humanity would dictate efforts 
to relieve the needs of destitute 
men, but that is something ‘dif- 
ferent from abetting a march on 
the capital. “Indeed, this expedition 
is only a frank expression of an 
attitude which has been fostered 
in many veterans by maudlin sen- 
timentality in certain -arens of 
public opinion and by the dema- 
sgoguery of some ‘politicians: That 
is a belief that the Government 
owes a living to every man who 
wore a uniform in 1917-18, It 
is e belief that the war. created 
a privileged class.

SHOP FOKIS TERRORISED BY 
GANG ACTIVITIES 


“A story of how a gang of bullies 
had been  terrorising the shop 
fokis of Jervois Street, which they 
appear to have regarded as a spe- 
cial field for exploitation, was told 
to Mr. Wynne-Jones at the Central 
Maglutracy yesterday afternoon, 
when Fung Chouk, a self-described 
member of a Triad Society, was 


-charged with aasault and with ob. 


taining money with menaces, 

For the Police, Inspector Shaf- 
tain stated that for some time past 
a band of some 40 men had called 
on various shop assistants in Jer- 
yoia Street, pressing them to join 
n Society of which the Police had 
had hitherto no knowledge and to 
which they gave the apellation of 
the Chung Yee'Wui. There was'a 
strong suspicion that it was simply 
a peg on which conveniently.to hang 
thefr demands for money, 

Sums varying between $5 and $10 
were demanded by way of member- 
ship fees, and where the victim 
was Unable or reluctant to part with 
these sums, he would be struck with 
the first as a sort of intimation that 
something more drastic was to fol- 
low if he did not comply. 

In the present case, the defendant 
had keen identified with these av- 


tivities, but it was found possible 


to discover only six ¢cxses against 
him. In five of these cases, the 
vietims had actually paid the money 
demanded, but in the sixth case the 
victim had plucked,up sufficient 
courrge to inform the Police. The 
result was that a trap was laid for 
the defandant and he was arrested 
by a-district watchman ‘sent out by 
the S.-C. A. with marked money 
at the bait. 
A Nervous Witness, 

Amongst the witnesses’ called 
yesterday was one who said he was 
behind the counter at Wing Cheony 
Wo shop, 116 Jervois Street, when 
the defendant entered and asked 
fora foki named Lam Ho. 

Witness had heard of the, defen- 
dant as being a pugnacious fellow, 
and having carefully noted that the 
man who asked for Lam Ho was 
bare-fyoted, had his trousers ends 
rolled, up, and was holding a bottle 
supgestively by the neck, he culled 
the other foki out and himself 
hurrying from the shop, left a 
clear field of action for the parties, 

The defendant: There was wing 
in the bottle. 

Witness, resuming, said on an- 
other occasion the defendant came 
in with something wrapped up in. 
‘ouewapaper. We showed sufficient 
of it to disclose that It was an 
‘iron bar, about a foot long. 


witness thought it best 1o leave his 
place behind the counter and to beat 
a hasty retreat from the shop. 

Evidence was next taken in res- 
pect of two other charges by differ- 
ent complainants, ' 

The defendant was convicted on 
the first charge and sentenced to 
three months’ hard labour, his Wor- 
ship remarking that he was foreed 
to tho conclusion that the defen- 
dant must have been catrying on 
something of the kind alleged by 
the witnesses,

apart from that factor, the country 
was the most promising in the 
world from an aviation point of 
view, 

He thought the time 
close when air lines must be 
operated from Hongkong, which he 
regarded as.a base of considerable 
importance to the chain of Imperial 
Air Routes which would operate 
from England. Hongkong was 
probably the crux of eastern air 
lines becaust from here lines could 
radinte in several directions. 

A company so operating would 
look first of all to China, but in 
that country profit was still far 
off. The question was “whether 
it is possible to operate air lines, 
with Government assistance, over 
territory which is’ Chinese, from 
termini that are not in Chinese 
territory?” Capt. Jones suggested
